The piotcss is very hiuiple 
being tho distillation, iu a strong iron 
vessel, under a pio^iuo of 25 atmos- 
pheres, of (he annual i,\ts and oil's at a 
tempcritin o of ."00 degree s C. Under f a- 
voi.iblo coTlitiom 70 per cciit of the fat- 
ty oilh arc transformed into petroleum, 
\ylnch is 90 prr cent of the theoretical 
yield, The j'locmct thus obtained has 
Loen found to ho in every particular iden- 
tical with natural petroleum, It ia sug- 
gstecl that, with modifications of condi- 
tions in the process, oils of different 
giados may lio produced. 


It ib pieinafrore to predict the chang-is 


in the petroleum industry or to sv,y 
what beaimg this discovery may have. 
At present it certainly appears to be of 
httlo piactical importance, yet it is not 
tho les^ an interesting fact, and one per- 
haps not to bo lost sight of. The dis- 
covery •will doubtlessly be further de> 
veloped, and it is not improbable that it 
may bacomo of commercial importance.

animal oil is convertible into a good pe- 


jlfiuu, it. would appeal- that Degras 


oil, -which sells at 3 cents per gallon, 
could piofiUbly bo converted into a su- 
peuor qir.do of petroleum, selling, say,

THE OBKOON ISDJSCT1ON. 


The complete returns of the Oregon 


•lection show that Lord, Republican, 
for Governor, received 11,034 votes; 
Pierce, Populist, received 26,033 votes; 
Galloway, Democrat, received 17,493 
votes, and the Prohibition candidate 
received 2,700 votes, making the total 
vote for Governor 87,265 votes. The 
great Republican victory won by the 
aid of thousands of Democrats who 
believed with the Republican Oregonian 
that the two wings of the Wall Street 
combination had much ground in com- 
mon, lacked 0,231 votes of a majority. 
Had all the voters who are Deposed to 
Republicanism combined they would 
have defeated the combination by over 
8,000 majority. The gold trust relies 
for success upon its ability to keep the 
people divided upon secondary issues. 
For iutaacj, ia Nevada tha 3.500 
Republicans and Democrats wuo voted 
for Harrison and Cleveland claimed to 
be in favor of frae coinage. They said 
there was no occasion for a silver 
party as all, witb very few exceptions, 
believed in the 
remonetization of 


silver. They were BO blinded by par- 
tisan prejudice that they could not see 
that the Harrison administration was 
opposed to free coinage and that the 
Democrats, who were in the ascendancy 
la the House of Representatives during 
the last year of that Administration, 
would not pass a free coinage bill. A 
large majority of the people of the 
State, however, did see and under- 
stand the situation and the advanced 
position which they took on the silver 
question has been 
of incalculable

AGAINST ANARCHY. 


Representative Stone of the House 


Judiciary Committee has introduced a 
bill defining anarchy as either a written 
or verbal agreement to take life or de- 
stroy property unlawfully. The bill 
provides that any anarchist attempting 
the life of any elective or appointive 
officer or the destruction of buildings 
where the loss of life would be the 
probable result of such an attempt, 
ehall, upon conviction of such an of- 
fense, be punif bed by death. 


As might be expected, as a result of 


the assassination of President Garnet, 
severe measures will be resorted to 
by the law-making power of the various 
nations to suppress anarchy. How- 
ever, the fact that the Stone bill pro- 
poses to iuflict a greater punishment 
for attempts upon the life of an elective 
or appointive officer than for attempt- 
ing the life of a private citizen, is not 
calculated to impress the public with 
its justice or impartiality. No dis- 
tinction should be mude in the penalty 
for crimes against officials and private 
citizens. 


POWJSB OF COUNTY OFFICERS. 


There is a difference of opinion as to 


the powers of county officers and the 
question of whether officers other than 
the Board of County Commissioners 
have authority to let contracts, etc., is 
now in the courts. An act of the Leg- 
islature limiting the powets of county 
officers, approved March 2,1887, reads 
as follows: 


SECTION l. No county officer in any 


county in this State, except the Board 
of County Commissioners, shall con- 
tract for the payment or expenditure 
of any county moneys for any purpose 
whatever, or shall purchase any stores 
or materials, goods, wares or merchan- 
dise, or contract for any I^bor or ser- 
vice whatever, except the Board of 
Jounty Commissioners, or a majority 
of them, shall order such officer to do 
he same.

A Sad Accident. 


CALISTOOA, Cal, June 26.—A sad ac- 


cident, resulting in the death of Amos 
C. Helster Jr. of San Francisco, oc- 
curred near this place yesterday after- 
noon. The young man was visiting at 
the home of his cousin and drove with 
a horse and cart to visit the son of 
Colonel Sage, a schoolmate, who was 
visiting at Mr. Keller's farm, near 
by. Arriving at the house he got out 
of the cart and was standing on the 
ground near the cart talking with his 
friend, when by some means the shot- 
gun he- carried was discharged. The 
charge of shot entered the eight breast 
near the nipple. He walked about 
forty feet and fell to the ground. 


Just what caused the discharge of the 


gun is not definitely known, but the 
probability is that the butt of the gun 
was resting on some object or on the 
cartwheel with the muzzle leaning 
against his body, and slipped. 


He lived about two hours and a half, 


retaining his faculties till the last, and 
said he suot himself accideutly. His 
last words were "God bless mother, 
father and sister." 


Bomors Tfcmt ex-Pesldent Harrison Had 


Been Assassinated* 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jane 26—There 


threatened to be great excitement here 
last night on account of a rumor that 
an assault had been made on ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison by a woman who had 
gained access to his residence on North 
Deleware street and secreted herself 
in his library. The farther attempt of 
the police under instructions from 
Chief Powell to keep the matter secret 
only served to increase the alarm. The 
report spread and a serious state of 
things wan only averted by the trae 
story being given out. 


The woman is a mulatto and for two 


years has been holding revivals among 
her people all the way from Tennessee 
to Indiana. Her name is Louise Hud- 
son and her age twenty-eight. She ar- 
rived in Indianapolis at noon yester- 
day and walked two milea to the resi- 
dence of ex-President Harrison. She 
was greatly excited and frequently 
stopped people whom she met on the 
street and inquired for particulars 
about the ex-President. 


It was 2 o'clock before she arrived at 


;he residence, where she damanded ad- 
mittance. 
Private Secretary Tibbot, 


who has been with Harrison for six 
years, and who was in the library tak- 
ng dictation from him, went to the 
door and instantly daw be had a 
reaoheroue character to deal with. 
She demanded an interview with Mr. 


Zarrison on the instant. Mr. Tibbot 
decoyed her into a parlor, and then 
kept her a prisoner while he awaited 
he arrival of the police, who bad been 
ummoned by telephone, There was a 
disagreeable scene, but the woman was 
cept from any violence and quickly 
emoved to the police station. 
Later she was much calmer and de- 
lared she would have attempted no 
violence on the ex-President had he 
only listened to her petition. She is a 
political as well as a religious fanatic, 
and claims to have a scheme by which 
Harrison can give political freed om to 
the colored race in the South. She also 
claims to be the wife of Cnrist, with an 
heir who has been kidnapped by Dem- 
ocratic conspirators. 


A Plague of Grasshoppers. 


ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., June 26.—Albu- 


querque and vicinity is visited by 
thousands upon thousands of grass- 
hoppers and they swarmed about the 
electric lights. Thousands of the in- 
sects were trampled to death on the 
sidewalks. They came from an easterly 
direction and fell in swarms in various 
parts of the city. Those that were not 
trampled on appeared to live only a 
few hours.

Row Herrmann Astonished Some Frcacli 


Swludltrs by His Tricks. 


"I am not a lucky card player at any 
time," said Professor Herrmann. "J 
did win f 2,800 at one sitting at Del- 
monico's one night, but that was the 
largest Bom lever •won. I can play only 
with my friend:!, for in a company of 
strangers, if I wero to "win and they 
were to flisci oat that I -was a conjurer, 
the impression -would be that I manipu- 
lated the cards, and that, yon know, 
would be unpleasant For amuSeiueat 
I frequently play and show a little par- 
ty of friends what could be done with 
cards by practiced fingers. Yes, many 
times I have found my power to manip- 
ulate the pasteboards very handy, and I 
have frequently been able to frustrate 
sharpen who purposed to fleece the nn- 
vrary. 
"I remember that in 1867 I sailed 


from New York to France to visit my 
relatives in Paris, and I carried four or 
five $20 goldpieces to give to my 
friends' children. Ariving at Havre, I 
met a friend in tho person of tho secre- 
tary of the Russian legation at Paris, 
who was also journeying toward tho 
capital. We went on together and occu- 
pied toward the name compartment on 
the train. At one of the stations three 
men came into our compartment. They 
wero Frenchmen, and it took only a 
glance to show that they were gentle- 
men who lived by their wits. They were 
dressed in the latest fashion, though, 
and apparently found little trouble in 
getting an excellent living in their line 
of industry. "When I gave the conductor 
my ticket, I took oat my pocketbook, 
and one of the three, a nice little Pari- 
sian, caught sight of my gold double 
eagles. He was at my side, while his 
companions sat on the opposite seat. 


' 'That flash of the gold was enough 


for the fellow, and he began his game. 
He asked me if I wore an American, and 
if I knew anything abont gold coins, 
this to open a conversation. I replied 
'yes' to both questions, and on my ask- 
ing why he desired to know he pulled 
a goldpiece from his pocket and asked 
me what it was. He had got it for noth- 
ing, he said, in a card game. I told 
him it was a Spanish ounce worth $16. 
Then ho and his friends began to play 
cards, and ho said he would show them 
the game at which he won the ounce. 
It was the old three card monte trick, 
well known in America, but compara- 
tively new in Europe. Tho three sharp- 
ers, posing as casual travelers, placed 
their layout, and the little man at my 
side showed them how easy it was to 
pick up the ace from tho overcoat, 
which formed the card table. Quite a 
little money changed hands, and I saw 
that my friend, the Russian, was get- 
ting interested. Like all Russians, he 
bad a passion for gambling. 
" 'Have nothing to do with this 


game,' I told him. 'I^eavo them to me.' 
I manifested au interest in the play, 
and when the fellow sang out, 'A hun- 
dred francs you can't pick up the ace!' 
I cried, 'I bet you,' and as I flung down 
tho money I seized his hand, which was 
hovering over the three cards in a row 
and overturned tho ace. The window 
was partly open, and swiftly picking up 
the cards I flung thorn out, or rather 
they thought so. Th» sharpers raised a 
pretty row and talked very ugly for 
awhile. Then I thrust my hand into 
the little man's vest and pulled out the 
oarda one «^t a time. 
You should have 


seeii the looks ou those fellows' faces. 
'You'ro a conjurer,' cried one of them. 
'Yos, I aiu Herrmann,' I replied, 'and I 
know three card monte better than any 
of yon.' They left the train at the next 
stop and sneaked away, looking very 
cheap. Thoy wero raw bands at it. "—

IVrf-tmea Butterflies. 
il'.im discovered patches of 
t,cal<.s on the \viugs of butter- 
flies, which sent out more than 80 dis- 
tinct odors. These scout scales are called 
androecmia. Au excellent study by mi- 
croscopical sections of the wings of some 
of our batter Si of, by Professor M. B. 
Thomas, appears in The American Nat- 
uralist. lie shows that these scales are 
the outlet of unicellular glands situated 
at the base of each scale. 


One especially prominent -was detect- 


ed beneath the androconia in the wing 
of Danais archippus. The surface of the 
wing above the glands is sometimes cov- 
ered with a great number of papillae, 
from the end of which the scent scales 
project, or it may be like the ordinary 
surface of the wing. In the former case 
the audrocoiiia are quite small and but 
one to each papilla, at the base of which 
lies the gland. This gives the scent 
scale the appearance of a small rod 
placed in a flask. 


The material elaborated by the local 


glands and distributed upon the surface 
of the wing by the androcouia is that 
which gives to many of the lepidoptera 
their characteristic odor.— Philadelphia 
Press. 


The Economy of Pure Food,
